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UNIFORM FREIGHT RATE. 


Railroads Forced to Adopt One Classifi- 
cation for Whole Country. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission Has Insisted That the 


Prominent Railway Systems Prepare a Schedule of Rates 
Which Can Be Made Applicable to All Carriers. 





Substantial progress is being made in the matter of a uniform 
freight classification, which has been discussed for years by all 
classes of shippers, and finally insisted upon by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. This is the outcome of a conference held last 
week in Chicago by high traffic officials, representing about every 
important railroad in the country. Business interests anxious for 
twenty years that such a change should be made will learn with 
pleasure of a unanimous decision having been reached to adopt a 
method very much the same as that employed in settling the ques- 
tion of a uniform bill of lading. 

The work of solving the problem is to be done by a joint com- 
mittee to be appointed at a meeting to be held in New York within 
a month, and whose duty it will be to hold a continuous session 
until it has completed a uniform classification to be submitted to 
the general committee which meets in Chicago. This committee 
will consist of not more than five members from each of the three 
classifications now in effect, namely, the Official, Western and 
Southern. The members of this committee will be traffic experts 
of experience and ability, and their selection is to be made with 
great care in advance of the conference in New York. The general 
committee, in announcing the arrangement under which the attempt 
at uniformity is to be made, said: “The task of compiling a uni- 
form classification is one of great magnitude, and patience on the 
part of the shipping community and the railroads as Well will have 
to be exercised, as considerable time will have to be taken to pre- 
pare the necessary data.” 

Under the present plan of making freight rates the country is 
divided into three zones, in each of which a different classification 
prevails. What is known as the Official classification governs rates 
in all territory east of the Mississippi and north of the Ohio River 
to the Atlantic seaboard. The Western classification applies to all 
territory west of the Mississippi, the Southern being effective in 
all territory south of the Ohio River, In addition to these, Texas 
takes a blanket rate from all parts of the country. é 

This is not the first time the railroads have undertaken to dis- 
pose of this perplexing question. Once before, in compliance with 
an urgent request from commercial interests and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, a draft of a uniform classification was pre- 
pared, and would have been adopted if it had not been for one 
strong Eastern road voting against its adoption. In the present 
instance the situation is altogether different than previously, be- 
cause the Interstate Commerce Commission served notice on the 
roads that they must come together and do something definite, and 


unless they did the commission would dispose of the matter inde- 
pendently of their wishes and opinions. 

This hastened action, and it now looks as if something tangible 
will be finally determined upon, Not the least difficult of the propo- 
sitions involved is the finding of a basis that will be equitable to 


roads operating under dissimilar methods. In the East, where- 


heavy traffic originates and hauls are comparatively short. a lower 
rate can be maintained than in the West, where traffic is scattered 
and the hauls are long. 

It is the present opinion that a sliding scale will have to be 
adopted. With only one classification ruling in the matter of rates 
it is expected that there will no longer be occasion for the friction 
that has arisen so often between shipper and carrier. It is stated 
that the work of preparing the new uniform classification may be 
completed in time to comply with the date set for its becoming 
effective by the Interstate Commerce Commission, namely, January

Boston, Mass., September 30, 1907——The Great Northern Paper 
Company’s new mill at East Millinocket, Me., is now making paper 
at the rate of 80 tons of news per day, and when machinery now 
in process of installation is finally erected this production will be 
increased to 150 tons per day. This gives the company three paper 
manufacturing plants in Maine, having a combined output at ful) 
capacity of 450 to 475 tons of news daily. The Great Northern 
Paper Company owns over 700,000 acres of timber lands in 
Maine, from which it is able to secure its own pulp wood require- 
ments. 


Contract Price on Soda Pulp for 1908. 


The soda pulp manufacturers met in New York last week to 
discuss trade conditions and to consider the question of prices 
for next year. It being the first regular meeting of the fall season 
the majority of the mills were represented. 

When the price question. came up for discussion, it is stated that 
a difference of opinion arose between some of the manufacturers 
as to what next year’s prices should be. From $2.40 to $2.50 was 
the range of prices for 1908 considered at the meeting. The meet- 
ing was finally adjourned without any definite action having been 
taken. Another meeting will be held some time this month, at 
which time the prices ‘for next year will be announced.

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REMEDIES SUGGESTED FOR CAR SHORTAGE. 


A Uniform Allowance for Loading and Unloading—Charges for 
Demurrage—Allowance for Switching—Reconsigning and 


“Free Time’’—The Car a Carrier, Not a Warehouse. 


Shortage of cars has been for the past few years a cause of 
considerable complaint among shippers of paper. In suggesting 
how much of the trouble could be relieved, the Railway Age in a 
recent issue says: 

“The National Association of Car Service Managers, at its 
meeting in Cincinnati, Ohio, May-28 to 30, 1907, adopted a proposed 
set of uniform car service rules. These proposed rules, which 
were published in the Railway Age on June 28, page 1224, will 
probably constitute the basis of the report of the car service com- 
mittee to the American Railway Association, at its meeting in 
Jamestown, Va. The proposed rules make a uniform allowance 
of 48 hours’ free time for loading and unloading. Under 
present rules, as applied by car service associations and State 
laws, from 48 to 96 hours are allowed for loading and from 48 to 
120 hours for unloading. In Michigan 240 hours are given for 
unloading lumber which is to be lightered to vessels, and an un- 
limited time is permitted for unloading coal to be used as fuel for 
vessels. 

“There are wide differences in conditions at large terminals, and 
in conditions at large and small terminals. At New York practi- 
cally all freight must be lightered, a situation that does not exist 
elsewhere. There is extensive interchange of switching at Chicago, 
St. Louis and Kansas City, while there is none at Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. It is often impracticable, owing to causes that the 
railways have helped to create, for a large shipper or consignee in 
a great centre of traffic to handle shipments as expeditiously as 
can a small shipper or consignee in a town or small city. But the 
disparities in existing rules do not correspond to and are not 
justified by these differences in conditions. Shippers in many 
localities where less than forty-eight hours’ free time would 
suffice are often given much more. It may be that there are 
some points where more than forty-eight hours may properly be 
given, at least for unloading; but if there are any such places they 
are extremely few. The proposed rules make ample provision for 
the payment of claims where demurrage accrues because of acci- 
dents of the ‘bunching’ of cars or other failure of the railway to 
handle freight properly. 

“Many shippers have not provided themselves with adequate 
warehousing facilities. This has been largely due to the course 
of the railways in allowing cars to be used as storehouses. A 
reduction of free time will put these shippers to extra expense by 
obliging them either to pay more demurrage or to construct and 
maintain larger warehouses. But because shippers have been per- 
mitted to abuse cars is not a valid argument in favor of permitting 
them forever to continue to do so; and the only practicable means 
known of stopping abuses is to make them unprofitable. It is a 
question if the proposed change actually would make unnecessary 
delays unprofitable; for a car is worth the demurrage which would 
be imposed, $1 per day, as a storehouse. 

“The allowance by the proposed rules of extra time to industrial 
concerns performing their own switching service is not discrim- 
inatory. If these concerns did not do their own switching the rail- 
ways would have to do it, and the time would be consumed any- 
way. Whether the allowance of as much as twenty-four hours, 
both for switching cass for unloading and for switching them after 
loading, is proper is perhaps open to some question. 

“One of the most vexatious questions with which officials of rail- 
ways have to deal is that of reconsigning. The free time allowed 
now varies from forty-eight to ninety-six hours. The rules pro- 
posed by the association of car service managers reduce it to twenty- 


four hours. Some commercial interests oppose even more strongly 
the reduction of the free time for reconsigning to this basis than 
the reduction of the free time for unloading to forty-eight hours; 
and there is considerable justification for their attitude. Probably 
the reconsigning privilege should not have been granted in the first 
place; but it was granted, and in consequence commercial methods 
and conditions have developed which cannot be ignored. For ex- 
ample, a great deal of the grain shipped to the Chicago market is 
consigned to the shipper himself; and instructions are given the 
railway to notify some commission merchant in Chicago of its 
arrival, The commission man secures a sample of the grain from 
the car, exhibits it on the Board of Trade and sells it, Before the 
grain can be reconsigned the purchaser must find elevator space 
for it. It is contended that to reduce the free reconsigning time at 
Chicago to twenty-four hours would compel a largely increased 
amount of wheat to be definitely sold before being shipped from 
point of origin, would give the large dealers an advantage over 
their smaller competitors, and would put many of the latter out of 
business. Some roads, instead of reducing the free time for recon- 
signing, have adopted the practice of imposing a uniform charge 
for it, and this is said to have had the satisfactory effect of largely 
reducing the abuse of the privilege. That the privilege has been 
grossly abused, especially in the handling of grain and coal, and 
has contributed greatly to impairing the efficiency of equipment, 
everyone familiar with the facts concedes. The question is not 
whether rules for reconsignment should be reformed, but how. 
Owing to varying conditions the fixing of a uniform free time, while 
superficially equitable, might be discriminatory as between different 
shippers and markets. That the free time granted now is generally 
excessive, however, is manifest. At all but a very few markets 
twenty-four hours would be ample. 

“The rules proposed by the Association of Car Service Managers 
say nothing about the ‘average’ plan. This plan is wasteful and 
discriminatory. A car is a carrier, not a warehouse; and it is 
clearly the duty of the shipper to unload and release it as quickly 
as possible. Because he handles one car properly seems no good 
reason why he should be relieved from performing this duty in 
handling another. The plan is discriminatory because it is ad- 
vantageous chiefly to large shippers. Any true reformation of car 
service rules will involve its abolition. 

“An attempt to apply more reasonable rules will meet, as it 
always has met, with vigorous resistance. In the long run, how- 
ever, such action will be no less beneficial to shippers and consign- 
ees than to railways.- The American Railway Association should 
face the situation harmoniously, courageously and determinedly. 
The railways cannot very consistently appeal to the legislatures to 
modify the unreasonable and widely varying regulations which have 
been imposed by statutes in many States while they themselves 
apply rules which are hardly less open to criticism.”

Water Power Improved—Shanty Operation Begun—Booth Sul- 
phite Mill Will Likely Not Be Completed Till Spring—Up- 


ward Tendency of News Paper—Preference in Australia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Canada, September 30, 1907—The pulp and paper 
manufacturers of the Ottawa Valley are rejoicing at the way the 
water power is being maintained in the Ottawa River. A month 
ago the outlook was very depressing, but the stream, instead of 
sinking, appears to have risen somewhat. At this time last year 
the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, was spending considerable 
money on auxiliary power, but has been able to get along this 
season so far by occasionally using the steam plant for supple- 
The whole Eddy establishment is running full 
blast with the exception of one pulp mill, which discontinued opera- 
tions in the daytime about a month ago. The Eddy Company has 
begun the usual shanty operations on the Desmoines and Rouge 
rivers, Reports have been received from the Desmoines River of 
a steady two weeks’ rain. This accounts for the large volume of 
water in the Ottawa. 

Information has-been received at the Eddy offices in Hull of a 
fire in the company’s warehouse at Winnipeg, which resulted in 
$5,000 worth of damage to some paper and board which were in 
stock there. This loss was caused by smoke and water and is cov- 
ered entirely by insurance. 

J. R.. Booth, the big pulp and paper maker of Ottawa, will not 
likely be able to complete his new sulphite mill before spring, 
though he first intended to have it ready for operation this au- 
tumn. Consequently the demand for wood to manufacture will 
not be so great as expected. Mr. Booth has a large quantity of 
raw material ahead, and is much better off in respect of the sup- 
ply of raw material than most other manufacturers. 

The chief feature of the paper market is the upward tendency 
of the price of news. The demand for pulp wood in the United 
States is also affecting local conditions to a marked degree. The 
quotations are $23 to $25 at the mill, which is about $6 in advance 
of the rates a year ago. Many mills are short of wood, and every- 
thing points to a further raise in price. 

The Dominion Government is notified by its commercial agent 
in New Zealand, J. S. Larke, that the Parliament of New Zealand 
is preserving the preference on Canadian goods with the exception 
of paper hangings, on which it is proposed that the preference shall 
be removed at the end of next October. He forwards a state- 
ment showing that the value of paper hangings imported last year 
from Canada was £2,944, compared with £1,774 the year before. 
The corresponding values from the United States were £1,658 and 
£1,217. New Zealand mports altogether nearly £6,000 in paper 
hangings from all The imports of printing 
paper from Canada last year amounted to £53,558, or three times 
as much as the year before. The agent writes that under the ad- 
vantages likely to be accorded to wrapping paper and paper bags 
under the new tariff there will also be a growth in these lines. In 
the year 1906 New Zealand purchased from the United States 
£402 worth of printing paper, which was the same as the year 
before.

Drought in Wisconsin Broken.

AppLeton, Wis., September 30, 1907.—During the past ten days 
the drought in the northern part of Wisconsin and upper Michi- 
gan, where most of the water power streams of this region take 
their rise, has been very thoroughly broken. The streams, instead 
of dragging along on the bottom as they have been doing for a 
couple of months, are now on the rampage. The upper Mississippi, 
where several paper mills are located, is very high; the Wisconsin 
River, which has been at a record low stage, is back to more than 
normal height, and all the other streams are following suit. The 
Fox has not yet felt the rise on account of the greater length of 
time necessary for the water to get down and fill up Lake Winne- 
bago, but is expected to show indications of it shortly. The 
added power will be of much value to the mills, particularly in 
permitting the grinding of wood and replenishment of the pulp 
supply, thereby relieving a situation which was becoming very 
much strained.

Old Don Mills Near Toronto to Be Sold. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Toronto, Canada, September 30, 1907.—There is likely shortly 
to be a change in ownership in order to close up an estate of one 
of the oldest paper mill properties in Canada. This is the historic 
Don Mills, situated in the valley of the River Don 2 or 3 miles out- 
side the city of Toronto. Paper mills were established there prob- 
ably about 1805 by John Eastwood. About 1840 the Taylor family 
built another mill nearby, and later acquired the first mill from 
Mr. Eastwood, The business was prosperous and a third mill was 
built. The three mills were about a mile apart, they being located 
on three different water powers on the Don. The old mills have 
now all disappeared, only the mill ponds being traceable, but the 
centre mill has been rebuilt and is now making paper, and it is this 
mill which is about to change hands. It has been somewhat handi- 
capped by lack of railway facilities, having been about half a mile 
from the nearest switch, but last year the James Bay branch of the 
Canadian Northern Railway was run past the property, so that 
this difficulty can now be removed by putting in a switch. The 
price said to have been offered for the property is $20,000. The 
lessee, the Don Paper Mills Company, is still operating the mills, 
and it will be some little time before the matter will be decided.

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BUYERS ARE CONSERVATIVE. 


A Characteristic of the Fall Trade So Far Has Been the Restric- 


tion of Purchases to Immediate Needs—Prices Hold 
Firm—Collections Reported Somewhat Slow. 


The demand in the New York trade is improving slowly, and 
while the dealers state that business is not as active as it might be. 
still the majority of the jobbers seem satisfied with the present 
volume of sales, While it is rather early in the month to be 
making predictions as to the probable extent of the October de- 
mand, still the general reports regarding trade for the first few 
days of this month look very promising. Cooler weather has 
stimulated distribution in all retail lines, and this naturally has a 
good effect upon the paper business. Most of the large jobbing 
houses report that the consumption of paper during the month of 
September was of satisfactory proportions according to their sales 
books. It is stated, however, that orders as a rule were smaller in 
size in September, but that the figures show that they were re- 
peated more frequently, thus bringing the totals up to the general 
average for that month. A great many paper men still believe 
that the paper market is rather quiet, and this is no doubt partly 
true, because consumers in general are buying on a conservative 
basis, owing to the tightness of the money market and the slow- 
ness of collections. This is best illustrated by the fact that con- 
sumers are declining to purchase in advance, preferring to cover 
temporarily only their actual requirements. The manufacturers 
have apparently suffered no ill effects from this conservative feeling 
among consumers, with the possible exception of the mills making 
the finer grades of paper, and the fact that business seems to lag 
with the manufacturers of these grades may be accounted for in 
that way. .The paper trade as a whole has been affected by the 
situation in the money market and slow collections in much the 
same way as have all other commercial lines. At the present time 
the mills running on news, wrappings and box boards retain the 
stronger position as regards the amount of business on hand. 
Deliveries on wrappings and box boards are still coming forward 
in a rather dilatory manner. The supply of news paper is not any 
too plentiful, either. On book and writing papers the manufac- 
turers are complaining that business is rather quiet for this season 
of the year. This condition so far has prevented the mills from 
raising prices, but an advance of one-quarter of a cent on book 
paper is expected at any time. The manufacturers of writings 
will probably advance prices later on in the month. An advance on 
coated papers is looked for this week. One of the manufacturers 
in the East has raised prices a quarter of a cent already, On tis- 
sue papers practically no change has taken place recently, and the 
manufacturers, according to the latest reports, continue to offer 
price inducements in order to secure new business. This applies 
particularly to the cheaper qualities of tissue papers. While the 
tone of the market shows that trade conditions are still in a rather 
unsettled state, nevertheless the majority of the paper men take 
a Sanguine view of the future prospects in the paper market. 





Holyoke Mills Enjoy Good Demand.

There has been a very good demand upon the Holyoke mills the 
past week, all of them having run full, and all departments being as 
busy as an average September trade would permit. The fall trade 
has opened well, and manufacturers appear well pleased with the 
condition of business for the month closing today. It is said that 
in some mills there has been a volume of business that was not 
anticipated at the commencement of the month, and trade has ap- 
peared during the last half of the month from certain quarters 
which the manufacturers thought would delay ordering as long as 
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possible. There is little doubt but that a goodly number of large 
consumers fear that prices are to advance somewhat, and that some, 
at least, have ordered “early to avoid the rush.” The wisdom of 
this action will be determined later in the season. 

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company have been 
run full in all departments the past week. Trade is reported as 
being satisfactory, and it is said that orders are fairly well divided 
between the various grades or kinds of paper, 

The Parsons Paper Company is filling a nice lot of orders for its 
fine grades of paper. The company reports trade as being good, 
and the various departments of the mill are running full. 

Business with the Taylor-Burt Manufacturing Company is re- 
ported to be very good. The company has a considerable amount 
of business on hand, while the outlook for an increasing trade as 
the season advances is reported as very good. 

The Whiting Paper Company is running all of its mills on satis- 
factory orders. 

Advices from Berkshire County would indicate that the mills 
there are handling the usual amount of business, while to some 
extent there are indications of buying in excess of absolute present 
needs, although some jobbers are reported to have allowed their 
stocks of the higher priced papers to become as short as possible 
with the hope of slightly better conditions. 

The mills of the Byron Weston Company at Dalton are running 
on good sized orders, while the condition of trade is said to be 
quite satisfactory. 

The L. L. Brown Paper Company at Adams is also operating all 
its departments on the finer grades of paper, and has a good supply 
of orders in hand. 

The mill of the B. D, Rising Paper Company at Housatonic is 
running full, and business in general with this mill is good.

Pennsylvania Papers Denounce “Paper Trust.” 


Pirrspurc, Pa., September 30, 1907.—Thirty-five publishers of 
newspapers, most of them Republican in politics, and all of them 
published in the hotbed of protectionism, this afternoon de- 
nounced the “paper trust” and passed resolutions demanding the 
free admission to this country of wood pulp and all other in- 
gredients entering the manufacture of white paper. 

It was the regular meeting of the Associated Dailies of western 
Pennsylvania, composed of papers published in the smaller cities. 
After the advance in the cost of white paper had been thoroughly 
discussed, it was unanimously agreed that unless the cost of white 
paper is decreased, financial ruin stares many of the publishers 
in the face.

Futton, N. Y., September 30, 1907.—At 5 o'clock last Sunday 
morning fire was discovered in the wood room of the Battle Island 
paper mill, The flames, which apparently started in or near the 
chip bins, gained rapid headway, and despite the efforts of the 
employees to check them spread with great rapidity. An alarm 
was turned into the city department, which responded with an 
engine to assist the mill department, but it was noon before the 
first was brought under control, and streams were played on the 
smouldering mass until nightfall. 

The fire, which consumed the woodwork of the chip bins and 
demolished floors, rafters and timbers, did not cause the brick walls 
to give way, and was confined largely to the wood room and di- 
gester rooms. Considerable machinery was destroyed, though the 
digesters themselves are not seriously damaged, and it is estimated 
that the loss will reach $s0,000, which is wholly covered by insur- 
ance, 

The Battle Island mill has been enjoying good business for some 
time past, and the enforced shutdown comes at a bad time. The 
company has plenty of orders for its output, and having just com- 
pleted a two weeks’ shutdown for necessary repairs and the build- 


ing of new chip bins, it has no surplus stock on hand with which to 
care for its trade orders. 

The work of rebuilding will commence immediately, and it is 
hoped that the plant may be in full operation again within three or 
four weeks. A. B. C. 
Devastation of Forests in France. 

A United States consul that forest 
administered by the French Government are well guarded and 
taken care of, but that cannot be said of some of the large tracts 
owned by companies and individuals who care only, for immediate 
profit and take little thought for the future. More than three- 
fourths of France’s forest area is privately owned. Often large 
tracts are sold to speculators, who, after cutting off the trees 
regardless of size, sell the land for grazing. Because of this, 
resinous trees are fast disappearing, and the ash and the acacia

can scarcely be found. 

Although America is only hundreds of years old, where France 
is thousands, similar results are already to be seen here. Not long 
ago white pine forests extended from the head of the Missis- 
sippito the head of the Susquehanna, covering an area larger than 
the whole of France. At the present time only detached frag- 
ments remain. The spruce and the hemlock are following the same 
way. The yellow poplar, one of the finest American trees, and 
the hickory, one of the toughest and most useful, are now often 
sought in vain where they once grew in abundance. Cedar, the 
ideal wood for lead pencils, was plentiful not long ago, but is 
now so scarce that it is bought by the pound. The oak, though not 
yet as scarce here as in France, is rapidly disappearing.

Scarcity of Pulp Wood Affects Industry in Germany. 


The Munich Allgemeine Zeitung, one of the most important 
South German papers, has recently published a statement on the 
above subject from an expert, who calls attention to the increase 
of German wood cellstuff production from 250,000 metric tons in 
1897 to 440,000 in 1906. The consumption of wood has risen in 
proportion [he Bavarian paper manufacturers some years ago 
started an agitation in opposition to the proposed advance in duty 
on cellstuff, urging that they were dependent on the supplies of 
that article from the adjacent wooded districts of Austria. If this 
source of supply were diminished German forests would have to 
make up the deficiency. The establishment of cellstuff factories 
has, however, been discouraged by the Bavarian Government with 
the view of keeping the rivers as free from pollution as possible. 
This policy would be inconsistent with advancing duties 

[he writer expresses the opinion that the times are past once 
tor all for the increase of the German industries using wood in 
the manufacture of paper. The instance is cited of the United 
States. whose forests were some years ago regarded as inex- 
haustible, while a great number of the factories near the sea 
hoard are now dependent on the import of pulp from abroad and 
of pulp wood from Canada. 

The Russian export of pulp wood has become so large that it 
has been found necessar\V to draw upon forests so far inland as to 
render transportation difficult and to cause, in the event of a long 
wimer, a delay of considerable duration. 


The article concludes as follows: “Nothing remains for Germany 





but to take up the question of limiting the tendency to build wood 
pulp factories. The public will be obliged in the course of time 
to become accustomed to higher prices for paper. The German 
paper and pulp manufacturer is thereby placed in the position of 
refraining from export trade. New cellstuff factories within our 


bounds will, on the other hand, meet with disappointment.” 


American Straw Board Company Enjoined. 


A stockholder of the American Straw Board Company has ob 
tained a temporary injunction in the Chicago courts restraining 
the directors of the company from disposing of its assets 

According to the papers in the case, the injunction restrains the 
officials of the American from disposing of any property of the 
company, including the Uncas mill, and taking in payment for 
such transfer stock in another straw board company. A transfer 
of this kind would, it is claimed, be in violation of the laws of 
Illinois. 

« 

The temporary injunction granted by the Chicago courts re- 
straining the American Straw Board directors from disposing 
of the assets of the company will not, it is said, affect the com- 
pany in any way. The differences arise out of the disposition of 
the Uncas Paper Company, which was formerly run as a separate 
concern. In February of this year the Uncas Paper Company's 
stock was taken over by the American Straw Board Company, the 
Uncas being then designated as a division of the American. The 
injunction seeks to restrain any disposal of these assets. 

One reason for the injunction suit is the charge that the action 
of the directors in February last in making the Uncas a part of 
the American was rescinded by a vote of the directors at a meeting 
held on August 5 of this year. The reason for rescinding the 
previous action is said to be the desire of the officials of the 
American to build one or two additional plants west of the Mis- 
sissippi, where straw was cheaper, and that Uncas assets might 
be needed for this purpose. The latter plan has now been with- 
drawn, so it is claimed, so the need of the injunction no longer 


exists. - 


Uniform Freight Classification. 


Under orders from the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
traffic officials of the big railway systems have of late been in 
conference trying to adjust differences so as to agree on a uniform 
classification that will apply to the whole country, the object being 
to do away with the annoyance to shippers in having three classi- 
fications as at present. 

As the task of compiling one classification is a big one, the gen- 
eral committee of traffic experts, which is now at work on the job, 
asks the shipping community to exercise patience, as considerable 
time must be taken to adjust the different rates now applicable 
to the three traffic zones into which the country is divided. 

In view of. the good to accrue to the business interests of the 
country by uniformity in rates, shippers who have been troubled 
for years by the difference in rates will, no doubt, be willing to 
waste a little extra patience while the desired reform is being 


put in shape for adoption. 
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SCRAGGS DEFINES MORE MILL WORDS. 


Fibres, Imaginary and Real, Are the Stock in Trade of Paper 
Salesmen—The Man ‘‘Ferninst”’ the “Biler’’ Gets His 
Due—TFhe Several Kinds of “Finish.” 





F. 

Fibres.—When a paper salesman exhibits a sheet of paper before 
a prospective buyer he usually dwells at great length upon the fibre 
of the paper, should it possess fair tearing strength. He fondles 
it tenderly in his hands, and becomes so enthusiastic over what he 
terms its quality and quantity of fibre that he declares it is full of 
rag fibre of the very best quality, when as a matter of fact it is an 
all wood paper. 

How can we tell what amount and quality of fibre a paper con- 
tains? Some men boast of their ability to determine these facts 
very closely by simply tearing the paper in various directions, but 
anyone thoroughly versed in the trade knows that the quality and 
quantity of fibre contained in a paper are determined only by the 
most painstaking analyses possible by an expert paper chemist. 
There are over twenty different fibres used in making paper. Every 
particular grade of paper has its particular fibres, and some have 
other kinds, such, for instance, as “all rag envelope,” which in 
many instances is made of “all wood fibres.” There are a thou- 
sand and one tricks shrewd paper makers use to deceive the expert 
buyers of paper, whose forte is supposed to be their excellent judg- 
ment of paper. 1 could cite numerous instances of simple methods 
used to produce a fibrous paper from almost fibreless material. 
But these are secrets of the trade, and the poor manufacturer 
to-day must of necessity be able to make a man believe a wood 
paper is rag in order that he may make enough in one year to buy 
a yeast cake. F 

There has been a continuous hunt in progress since the days of 
Methusla to find a fibre for paper making that will be inexhaustible 
and costless. In other words, there is a certain class of lunatics 
at large, crying out with all their might and main that in a few 
years a)] the forests will be depleted and a fibre must be found 
to replace the wood fibre now used in making paper. Every little 
while some of these fibre hunters declare they have discovered the 
long-sought fibre, and one trial of its usefulness makes them feel 
tired but not discouraged, for their hobby is discovery, and, regard- 
less of results, they go on “discovering.” Fibres are in the air 
everywhere nowadays, The clay salesman tells you his clay contains 
a fibre of immense value; although it is invisible to the naked eye 
it still exists, The size salesman declares his size contains a fibre 
of immense value, besides characteristics that will knit and hold 
other fibres in such a manner that it will take a pair of horses to 
pull them apart; and the game goes merrily on, fibre here and fibre 
there. It is now a case of one man trying to “fibre” the other as 
far as paper making is concerned. To-day pure “rag papers” are 
made from wood fibres; “pure linen” papers are made from rag and 
wood fibres. I know of one man who has spent much money and 
many years in trying to make paper from sawdust. 

Fireman.—Or the man with the shovel, located about 50 feet below 
the machine room floor, at one end of the mill. His complexion 
is usually very dark. He is the man who calls the machine tender 
all the bad names he can recall for making too much paper, thereby 
causing a waste of steam and strenuous labor on his part. For 
every extra shovel of coal he puts in the fire he holds the machine 
tender responsible. I have seen a fireman work and sweat until 
he could stand it no longer, then make for the machine room at a 
2:20 pace, and upon arrival grab the machine tender by the neck 
and threaten to kill him on the spot if he did not slow back his 
machine, This happened in a little one-machine mill, and the 
machine tender, being about half the size of the fireman, acceded 
to his wishes without further ado. He reported the occurrence 
to his “super” the following morning, and the’ fireman got “his.” 
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As a rule the machine tender who makes the less paper is always 
considered by the fireman the best man. At best, the poor fire- 
man’s lot is a hard one, but his worst kick comes when, through 
the oratorical ability of some coal agent, the manufacturer forces 
him to keep steam up with an inferior grade of coal. If at these 
times the manufacturer could hear the comments of a fireman he 
would doubt very much whether or not he was economizing by 
using such coal. When such coal is used the firemen do not pay 
careful attention to their fires; they feel discouraged, and will not 
do anything to make a success of the use of an inferior coal, and 
it is very doubtful under such circumstances whether it is profit- 
able to use it. 

Finish.—Another of the fine points in paper making. The finish 
of a paper depends upon a great many things. There are several 
kinds of finish. High machine finish, English finish, antique finish, 
supercalender finish, egg-she)] finish, specia) finish, and numerous 
others to which are attached fancy names. The “high machine” 
finish consists of applying to the paper every ounce of pressure on 
machine calender rolls. This finish depends a good dea) upon the 
machine upon which the paper is made. Some machines are 
equipped with “hot rolls,” “sweat rolls,” and three or four calender 
roll stacks. A paper finished on such a machine is worthy of the 
name of “High M. F.” A machine with one or two calender roll 
stacks cannot come anywhere near making paper with a high 
“M,. F.” Nevertheless, the paper made by these machines is some- 
times termed “High M. F.” 

In not maintaining an even and uniform finish has been the 
“finish” of more than one machine tender. Finish on paper is a 
highly important feature in any paper mill, for the people most 
ignorant of the qualities of paper can readily detect a difference 
in the finish simply by the feel of a paper. It is something that 
has caused more than one paper maker to worry. Scraggs well 
remembers an incident that will illustrate how easy it is in a paper 
mill to go astray on getting the proper finish. In this case it was 
the “finish” of the assistant superintendent, and the glaring blunder 
was made like this: An order was handed to him by the mill owner 
himself, while the superintendent was on a vacation. It called 
for 46,000 pounds of White Antique Finish. A sample was at- 
tached, on which was written, “This for color.” That is all there 
was to it. The color was a very peculiar tint, and the aSsistant 
superintendent focused his whole mind and eyes on that sample 
for color and straightway began to guess on his ability to get a

Kullgren, of Lindesberg, Sweden, bought 
recently for 225,000 kronor ($60,000) the property Norrby Brukse- 
gendom, with wood tracts, and will erect a wood pulp mill on the 
premises, 

It is expected that the construction of the new paper factory 
of the “Papyrus” Company, lately organized by the Waldhof Pulp 
Works, of Mannheim, will be commenced during the present 
autumn. The product of the new plant will be chiefly intended 
for export. 

Aktiebolaget Kotka Cellulosafabrik, at Kotka, Finland, is at pres- 
ent enlarging their mill to increase the yearly production from 6,000 
to 9,000 tons. Already in erecting the original mill steps were taken 
sO as to increase the output if necessary. It is worth mentioning 
that the mill only came into operation this year. 

James W. Ragsdale, consul general at Tientsin, China, sends the 
following a Chinese newspaper: “In view of the 
enormous forestry enterprise in the three eastern provinces of 
Manchuria, Viceroy Hsu Shih-chang is going to establish a school 
of forestry for teaching the modern methods, so as to protect 
China’s interest in future.

Our exports of printing paper to Argentina show a satisfactory 
increase during the last few years; the amounts for 1905, 1906 
and 1907 being, respectively, $163,176, $234,027 and $265,284.

Quaker City Stock Men in Street Grading Crusade.

PHILADELPHIA, October 1, 1907.—The Philadelphia Paper Stock 
Dealers’ Association, which recently took the lead of all the trade 
organizations in the city in the movement to secure easier grades 
on Arch street from the Delaware River piers to the commercial 
centres, won a notable victory this afternoon at the meeting of the 
survey committee of councils. In accordance with the action taken 
at the last meeting of the association, Select Councilman Ryan has 
personally interested himself in the movement. When the ordi- 
nance came up today before the conimittee it was decided that the 


whole committee should visit the site next week in order to make 
an inspection. 

“This ordinance is one of exceptional importance,” said Chair- 
man Connelly, of the survey committee, “It was offered by the 
Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association, and it has the 
backing of all the trade organizations of the city. For that reason 
I think the whole committee should visit the foot of Arch street. 
It is proposed to ease the grades from Delaware avenue to Second 
street in order to make hauling easier. All interested are anxious 
that the work be started at the earliest date, if possible to be of 
use this winter.” am SG.

match for it. In fact, the only thing that he thought of was the 
color of the paper. He gave the order to the machine tender, and 
told him it must be a nice paper, and to be careful and have it 
well closed. Finish was not mentioned. At length they started 
making it, and the machine tender, with his mind fully occupied 
with having the paper well closed, did not say a word when his 
help put it through all the machine calenders and on to the reel. 
The assistant superintendent was anxiously waiting to get a piece 
of the paper for color, and when he did so, and found it a “dead” 
match to his sample for color, he was overjoyed, and told the 
machine man the paper was “O. K.,” to hold it just where he had 
it, and he went merrily on his way congratulating himself on his 
knowledge of the game. The mill owner, who was really supposed 
to be the man of the hour during the superintendent’s absence, hap- 
pened to be away for the day. So the machine ran merrily along 
without a skip, and by the next morning the order was finished. It 
was a good run, and everybody was happy until the boss finisher, 
who was supposed to see that everything in the line of paper that 
left the mill was perfect, made his appearance in the office just as 
the assistant superintendent was explaining to the mill owner how 
nicely he got the color and how nicely the paper had run—in fact, 
he thought it about the best paper he had ever seen made, and so 
on. In one hand the boss finisher held a sheet of the paper in ques- 
tion, in the other he held a duplicate of the original order. “Is 
this right?” he inquired, pointing to the order. “Is what right?” 
asked the mill owner. “Why, this order calls for Antique Finish, 
and—” He got no further. The assistant superintendent was weak 
in the knees as the mill owner, with bulging eyes, looked toward 
him and asked if the 46,000 pounds had received a finish like the 
sheet the boss finisher had. In a voice that sounded like a squeaky 
journal on a tube roll he replied that it had, and then he tried to 
explain, but could not be heard, for the man who was supposed to 
be the man of the hour was swearing like a pirate, and ended up 
by telling the assistant superintendent to “git” as quick as he 
could. 

It was a case of “too much color” with the poor”assistant super- 
intendent. Instead of seeing if there were other qualities to be 
attained on that paper his whole mind had become fixed on the 
color, and so he became one of the “has beens” in paper making.

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News FROM THE MILLS. 


The Franklin Board and Paper Company's plant in Franklin, 
Ohio, was temporarily closed down last week to admit of addi- 
tions and repairs. 

The Crivitz Pulp and Paper Company, at Crivitz, Wis., has sold 
the machinery of the flour mill it purchased a year ago, and the 
same is being removed. 

Some important work has been done at Kaukauna, Wis., lately 
in strengthening the embankments of the Government canal, where 
some evidences of movement from water pressure had been noticed. 

Owing to an accident to the electric generator at the mill of the 
Mittineague Paper Company, Mittineague, Mass., last week, the 
No. 2 plant was forced to suspend operation for a short time. The 
damage has been repaired and the mill is now running as usual. 

The high water on the Wisconsin River washed out a portion of 
a flume at the pulp mill of the Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp 
Company the other day. As the water could be shut out of the 
damaged flume, and other flumes remained undamaged, the mill was 
not obliged to shut down. 

The American Straw Board Company has not yet decided what 
course to pursue regarding the reconstruction of its recently de- 
stroyed plant at Dayton, Ohio, though it is probable a new plant 
will be built on a different site, the company holding an option on 
a valuable tract of ground with ample railroad facilities. 

The blasting in the wheelpit of the new electric power house at 
Kaukauna, Wis., has reached such a depth that it is 43 feet from the 
top of the canal embankment to the bottom of the pit. When this 
plant gets in operation there will be a lot of surplus power to be 
had at Kaukauna, and it will be a great encouragement for the 
establishment of new industries requiring it. 

Surveys are being made under the direction of the O’Keefe- 
Orbison Engineering and Construction Company, of Appleton, Wis., 
preliminary to the building of the new concrete dam and power 
house on the Wolf River, near Antigo, concerning which mention 
has previously been made in these columns. It is expected that 
it will be possible to develop about 1,400 horse power at the point 
designed, which will be transmitted to Antigo, and will be used 
also for new electric trolley lines that are projected near there. 

The Millers Falls Paper Company, of Millers Falls, Mass., filed 
last week with the Tax Commissioner of Massachusetts the follow- 
ing statement: Value of real estate, $328,311; machinery, $125,000; 
cash and debts receivable, $57,005; manufactures and merchandise, 
$87,212; total, $507,528. The capital stock of the company is $350,- 
000; amount payable, $7,028; funded and floating debts, $240,500; 
total, $597.528. The business of the company is said to have been 
better the past year than during preceding years, and it is also 
stated that the company is conducting a profitable business and 
finding a ready market for the production of the mill. Repairs 
have been made during the past summer which have placed the mill 
in good order, although most of the machinery is comparatively 
new, owing to the few years that the plant has been in operation. 


New Interleaving Machine. 


Herman Sauter, of Chicago, IIl., has been granted United States 
patent No. 867,159 on a machine for interleaving. As described 
by the inventor the invention consists of “an automatic machine 
which will take paper from two continuous strips or rolls of 
paper, cut off short portions from each strip, crease each cut off 
portion in its middle, and fold the short pieces coming from each 
roll together, with the sedge of one short piece at the crease of 
the other short piece. My invention consists broadly in a machine 
capable accomplishing the foregoing object,. which can be 
comparatively cheaply made, which is efficient in operation, and 
is not readily liable to get out of order; a novel form of cutting 
ising mechanism; a novel form.of folding and pressing

mechanism; and in the application of a moving jet or jets of air 
or other vapor to a folding and pressing mechanism for such 
machine, to assist in causing the paper to be folded to readily 
assume its proper position for the operation of the machine. More 
in detail, my invention consists in a folding and pressing mechan- 
ism so movable with reference to the creasing and cutting mech- 
anism that the paper coming from the creasing and cutting mechan- 
ism always enters the folding mechanism in approximately the 
position which it has to remain in during the operation of the 
machine. My invention further consists in a novel mechanism for 
holding the paper taut during the cutting operation, and in novel 
guiding or switching mechanism for directing the paper through 
the cutting and creasing mechanism.” 


Railroads Discriminate Against Des Moines. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 30, 1907—The Greater Des 
Moines Company, Incorporated, has filed several complaints with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission against various railroads. 
One is against the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pamy for the reason that it is claimed this road is discriminating 
against Des Moines in favor of St. Paul and Minneapolis, and that 
its rates on certain named articles, including news and print paper, 
are grossly excessive, unjust, unreasonable and illegal, and in vio 
lation of the act to regulate commerce. es ws 


Putting Fibrous Insertions in Paper. 


United States patent No. 867,041 has just been granted to Oscar 
Hoffmann, of Nuremberg, Bavaria, Germany, covering a mechanical 
device for inserting a great many threads at one time,in a web 
of paper or board. 

No. 4 of the inventor's list of claims reads as follows: “A 
machine for making paper and the like having fibrous insertion 
comprising a pair of pressure rollers and a device for feeding 
transverse threads thereto, which device consists of a reciprocating 
carriage, means for supplying threads from said carriage to one of 
said pressure rollers, a series of pins carried by two armed levers 
pivotally mounted on rings at the ends of said roller adapted to 
engage and stretch said threads, an annular groove in each of said 
rings and means engaging in said grooves for releasing the threads 
from said pins.” 


Foreign *Postage Rates Reduced. 


A virtual reduction of the foreign rate of postage, without 
changing the 5-cent unit, and the establishment of a system of 
international “reply postage” will go into effect today in all 
countries which have subscribed to the Universal Postal Con- 
vention of Rome. While the rate unit on a foreign letter remains 
at 5 cents, the weight is increased to twice the present allowance, 
so that instead of being limited to half an ounce the writer may 
now place a full ounce of correspondence in a foreign letter, while 
the rate for overweight is reduced from 5 to 3 cents. This 
change will do away almost entirely with the rating up of under- 
paid foreign letter mail and thus save time in the post office and 
money to the home to which a “rated up” letter is sent. 

The second change is the establishment of a “reply coupon” or 
“Coupon-Response International.” 
offices for 6 cents each. Upon presentation of such a coupon ‘at 
a post office in any one of the countries subscribing to the con- 
vention the holder will receive, without charge, a postage stamp 
of that country equivalent in value to a 5-cent stamp. By this 
arrangement a person in the United States can furnish*his corre- 
spondents in foreign countries with postage stamps with which to 
prepay the postage on replies to his letters.

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GERMAN FOREST RESERVE REVENUE. 


Data Recently Compiled by the Saxon Government for the Year 
1906 Show a Net Revenue of $2,126,037 Obtained from 
the Cultivation of 443,105 Acres of Forest Land. 


Consul William C. Teichman, of Eibenstock, in the following re- 
port, shows how the public forest reserves in Germany are made 
to yield splendid returns: 

Official figures recently compiled by the Saxon Government for 
the year 1906 demonstrate a net revenue of $2,126,037 obtained 
from the cultivation of 443,105 acres of governmental forest land, 
an area of which 424,246 acres represent land covered with trees 
or soil designated for rotational foresting. The total area of the 
kingdom of Saxony amounts to 5.789 English square miles, of 
which almost one-half is covered with private and governmental 
forests. The State Treasury places the latter as its highest revenue 
producer after the State railway, and exceeding the income from 
all other sources, taxation included. The total quantity of timber 
cut during the year is estimated at 1,231,472 solid cubic yards, 
210,947 cubic yards representing wood used for fuel only, and 
1,020,525 sold for all other purposes. To this must be added a 
yield in brushwood, cut and sold for fuel use principally, of 190,415 
cubic yards, raising the total quantity of timber and brushwood 
cut and sold in 1906 to 1,421,887 cubic yards, for which the sum 
of $3,374,385 was obtained, which amount was still increased by 
additional revenue from the leasing of meadows, hunting privi- 
leges and other rights to the total of $3,483,616. 

Deducting from this total figure the cost of forest cultivation 
(with salaries and wages of the entire service included) amount- 
ing to $1,357,580, the net profit of $2,126,037 was added to the 
State Treasury in 1906. There is nothing unusual in this result, 
as the ten preceding years show equally high figures, a few slightly 
exceeding the revenue of 1906, others being lower to a very small 
degree. The same comparison applies to the area cultivated and 
timber obtained in ten years. 

Similar results have been achieved in other German States by 
systematic forest cultivation. Nearly 50,000 square miles of Ger- 
man soil, representing about one-fourth of Germany, have been 
adapted to foresting, the value of the wood gained therefrom being 
estimated at $60,000,000 per Year. In all the German States reve- 
nue for the State Treasury is the paramount consideration in de- 
termining the species of trees to be planted on Government land. 
Formerly the deciduous tree varieties were planted in preference to 
the needle leafed kind. The principal demand for the former was 
for fuel purposes. However, since coal has replaced the deciduous 
tree in this respect the price for such wood has fallen accordingly. 
On the other hand, that of the needle leafed steadily rose until 
today it has become more profitable to plant the latter. This rise 
is largely due to growing industrial demands for this variety of 
wood for raw material. 

The gradual increased cultivation of pine forests in the moun- 
tainous region of Saxony has been followed by a remarkable de- 
velopment of industries using the wood of the pinus picea,-the red 
pitch pine, the most rapidly growing and best adapted mountain 
pine, selected by the Saxon Government because more profitable 
than other species that can be cultivated in this climate and in 
this altitude. It has been established that 80 per cent. of the trunk 
of the pinus picea is available for industrial purposes alone, in 
addition to its use for fuel, exceeding in this respect every other 
needle leaf tree, and by far the deciduous species, of which the 
beech, for instance, orfly shows 20 per cent. of usefulness of its 
trunk for industrial purposes. The beech, formerly abundant in 
Saxon forests, has therefore not been replanted to any extent, and 
the much more remunerative pinus picea now predominates all 
over Saxony. Even the long needle leafed pinus picea excelsa, the 
German “tanne,” is therefore disappearing from the Saxon forest. 


In manifold uses the pinus picea ranks superior to any other 
tree. It is used in mine construction, for building purposes, sash, 
floors, shingle, roofing, barrels, boxes, matches, bottoms and covers 
for musical instruments, resounding boards for pianos, wooden 
wiring for table covers and window shades, toys, excelsior, furni- 
ture, cooperage material, poles, ladder beams, bean and hop poles, 
vine props, laths of all kinds, etc. 

With the ascendency of wood pulp and cellulose manufacturing 
the usefulness of the picea was increased still more. An example 
of how industries follow the preservation and cultivation of for- 
ests is furnished by the fact that already in 1890 as many as 534 
wood pulp factories existed in Germany; 239 of these were located 
in Saxony, where they consumed 575,950 cubic yards of picea wood, 
representing a value of $1,190,000. The beginning of this industry 
only dates back to 1843, when Friedrich Keller, a Saxon, invented 
the process. 

Since 10 per cent. of the trunk of this tree is composed of bark 
available for tanning, it is also used for such purposes. It is 
easily scaled in summer, and even trees which have been felled in 
February and March can be thus utilized so long as the sap circu- 
lates if the trees are stripped of their branches immediately when 
cut down. This scaling is considered an advantage to the rapid 
drying of the logs, and also in a measure a protection against the 
ravages of the bark beetle, Scolytus, the arch enemy of the picea. 
Formerly the resin from this tree obtained a good price. 

The picea’s value to forestry is greatly enhanced because it flour- 
ishes where deciduous forests are greatly hampered, viz., in moun- 
tainous regions with altitudes varying from 1,500 to 4,500 feet. 
The Saechsische Erzgebirge, a range of mountains separating Sax- 
ony from Bohemia, and of which Eibenstock may be considered 
the central city, has been transformed from a region non-product- 
ive, except for small yields of rye, oats and potatoes, to one cov- 
ered with pine forests of the finest growth. Saw mills, wood pulp, 
paper and manufacturing establishments in prosperous condition 
are located throughout this section. About 4,000 manufacturing 
establishments, employing close to 60,000 people, have been created 
in this State in connection with the Saxon forests. 

The connection of forestry with irrigation has been studied in 
Germany for years. One authority on the subject, Professor 
Ebermayer, has conducted extensive experiments, with the result 
of estimating that evaporation of soil water in forests amounts to 
85 per cent. less than outside of them. While the forests do not 
create water springs, they feed and sustain them, in addition to the 
preservation of soil moisture resulting from protection against 
drying winds and the rays of the sun. Wherever forests are ab- 
sent drought, storms and sudden floods can create conditions less 
frequent in well forested countries. 

The climatic influences of: forests have been extensively investi- 
gated in Germany. For the past forty years the Governments 
of Germany, Austria and Switzerland recorded observations at 
their forestry-meteorological stations which as yet have not proven 
any material influence of the forest upon the climate of its sur- 
rounding territory. The ‘only fact established by these investiga- 
tions has been that the temperature of the atmosphere under the 
trees in summer averages from 1° to 3° Cent. (2° to 6° Fahr.) 
less than in the air outside of the woods. During winter time 
it is the same for both, and that the mean for the entire year shows 
only 0.7° to 08° Cent. less for forest temperature than outside. 
The temperature of the forest soil was found to be from 1° to 3° 
Cent. lower during the entire year. The evaporation of free 
water surface in the woods was calculated to be 50 to 60 per cent. 
less than on nonforested soil. These are the the only substantial 
facts thus far ascertained by these scientific researches so far as 
climatic effects are concerned. P 

The hygienic value of forests is unquestioned in Germany, 
their richness in ozone and dust-free character being highly bene- 
cial to health; hence their cultivation in the neighborhood of 
cities.

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IMPROVEMENTS IN ALUMINIUM PAPERS. 


. 


By a New Process Five Times the Former Quantity Can Be 
Made—Paper of Any Thickness Can Be Coated— 


Product Has No Trace of Poisonous Materials. 


Several improvements have lately been introduced in the manu- 
facture of aluminium papers, says the World’s Paper Trade Re- 
view. Metallic papers, or rather metallized papers, have hitherto 
competed, with great difficulty, with tin foil. Endeavors were first 
made to replace tin foil by aluminium prepared in the same way, 
but the latter has the inconvenience of being brittle and conse- 
quently little suitable for packing. 

As an intermediary step and to avoid the difficulty mentioned, it 
was decided to manufacture metallized paper, i. ¢., paper coated on 
one side with metal. The first results, though interesting, were 
insufficient to assure success for the new product. The process 
employed was much too defective, though eminently adapted for 
packing, especially when brought into direct contact with food, 
owing to the absence of all trace of arsenic or poisonous metal. 
Thus it merely remained to improve the process of manufacture 
to obtain a metallized paper capable of meeting all requirements. 

The French Aluminium Company have conducted a number of 
experiments with most successful results. The old system is still 
in use, although the new process plays a preponderating role. 
Describing the initial process a writer in La Nature says the plant 
can be utilized both for ordinary and metallic papers of,inferior 
quality. Two machines are employed. One of them receives the 
raw paper in rolls for preparation. It comprises a certain number 
of cylinders and a trough in which the color is mixed with gela- 
tine or casein. To make metallized paper the liquid contains a 
certain amount of metallic dust in suspension which is deposited 
on the paper with the color. Brushes worked by the machine 
itself spread out the coat evenly. Then the paper continuing in 
motion is drawn toward the dryer. The latter has a double rolling 
track supported on pillars and constituted by two endless chains 
running across the building lengthwise four times. When the 
paper leaves the machine it is gripped, or rather supported, by a 
stick, which automatically places itself on two spurs fixed at inter- 
vals on each of the chains. This stick moves forward with its 
load and another follows to take the paper at a suitable distance 
from the first. Thus the paper is carried by a large, number of 


sticks which are drawn through the dryer by the chains at the re- 


quired rate of speed. Finally, after traveling about 500 meters, the 
paper is collected by the reel and conveyed to the calenders, and if 
necessary goffered. However, this process which is excellent for 
manufacture of ordinary colored paper, only gave, in regard to the 
manufacture of metallized paper, results such that tin foil had 
nothing to fear. 

With the introduction of the Wickel process, put into practice 
at the commencement of the year, great improvements have been 
effected. As previously, any kind of paper is utilized, but with this 
difference, that extremely thin sheets like cigarette paper weighing 
only 10 grammes per square meter can now be utilized, as also 
paper weighing 300 grammes per square meter, which is the 
weight of that for post cards. Thin or thick, white or slightly 
tinted, the paper reaches the works in widths of 65 centimeters 
on reels. This width is not essential, as the machines can treat 
paper one meter wide. First of all it is coated with a varnish of 
suitable rosins dissolved in a volatile liquid like ether or alcohol. 
This application, which is made automatically—the workmat having 
merely to attend to reeling—waterproofs the paper and prepares it 
for the metallic coat. This coat is given by a special machine 
of somewhat large dimensions, which constitutes the new process 
and alone executes all the operations. 


The paper, drawn by hot cylinders, passes under a narrow trough 
equal in length to the width of the paper, and having a hopper at 
bottom which has a vibratory motion to deposit the metallic dust 
uniformly on the surface to be coated. The particles of metal 
incorporated with the rosin are thus protected against atmospheric 
agencies and themselves excellently protect the paper. Above the 
machine there is a large tube terminating with a nozzlelike dust 
aspirator. This part in fact same way by sucking 
the waste metallic dust escaping from the sieve, which is dusted 
with a brush. The dust is carefully collected for further use. 
The metallic coat has then its characteristic brilliancy and only 
requires calendering to give it a gloss. The product might be 
employed just as it is, but owing to the very varied needs of 
buyers, always exacting, it is goffered between two cylinders, one 
of which is engraved steel while the other is compressed paper; 
thus it is stamped with an original and artistic design. The paper 
has then varied aspects as regards color and goffering which make 
it suitable for all kinds of purposes; chocolate, cigarettes, etc.. 
bookbinding and even wall paper. The last mentioned is very prac- 
tical, as it can be washed with a sponge and withstands the 
effects of light, humidity and grease. Moreover, it far excels ordi- 
nary papers from the decorative point of view, and though cost is a 
little greater this is compensated for by durability. 

The new process has the advantage of being cheaper than the 
old one as regards raw material. According to the inventor, the 
amount of metal required to coat a given surface by the old 
system is five times greater than with the new machine. Paper

_of any thickness can be coated, and cotton cloth or silk can also 


be metallized with equal facility. Multi-colored paper may be 
produced by applying metal dust of different colors side by. side. 
However, no attempt to do this has yet been made on an industrial 
scale. 

Various samples of this paper were analyzed by Dr. A. Riche, 
of the French Academy of Medicine. No trace of arsenic or poi- 
sonous metals could be found. Consequently aluminium is prefer- 
able to tin foil, it being found that air, water, wine, beer, cider, 
coffee, milk, oil, grease, have less action on aluminium than on 
lead. Aluminium, when employed for packing foods, is not 
brought into contact with them, as the metallized side of the paper 
is on the outside of the packet. 


Seeking Wood and Mill Sites in Northern Minnesota. 


E.y, Minn., September 28, 1907.—Several representatives of a 
company interested in paper mills in Wisconsin and a number of 
prospective manufacturers of wood pulp, headed by J. J. Remo, 
of Rhinelander, says the Duluth News-Tribune, have been look- 
ing over the supply of spruce pulp wood between Ely and the 
border, and will continue their investigations on both sides of the 
international boundary and along the shore lines of Minnesota 
and Canada. If the supply of spruce pulp wood warrants a chain 
of mills will be built at- advantageous points along the border, the 
principal mill probably being located at International Falls or 
Ranier, the respective termini of the Northern Pacific’s extension 
and the Duluth, Rainy Lake & Winnipeg. 

The investigators began work at Hunters Island and its vicinity, 
and their program is broad in its scope, the plan being to size up 
the spruce pulp wood supply not only in this neighborhood but in 
the northern half of St. Louis County and Cook and Lake coun- 


ties, and that part of Canada tributary to and drained by the border 
streams.

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A BOOK ON THE ENGLISH PAPER TRADE. 


The Recent Work by A. Dykes Spicer, Giving an Historical Out- 
line, Together With a Summary of Present Day Conditions in 
That Country, Is a Valuable Addition to Trade Literature. 


A book published recently by Methuen & Co., of London, is of 
much interest to everyone connected with paper making. The book 
is written by A. Dykes Spicer, of the firm of James Spicer & 
Sons, London, England, and is one of the most interesting and 
attractive books yet published in regard to the paper trade. 

Worthy of comment is the paper upon which the book is print- 
ed. It is called “Featherweight,” and of late this grade seems to 
meet with much success. The paper is bulky, light, even sided and 
of pleasing color. The feel of it indicates a liberal percentage of 
esparto fibre employed in making it. The quality of the sheet 
represents the progressiveness of the author and his ideas. The 
book is distinctly English, which serves to make it all the more 
interesting to paper men of other countries. It is a work that 
must have required much labor and patience from the author, and 
it goes without saying that as a reward he will have the com- 
mendation of everyone interested in the trade. 

In the preface the author states his reasons for writing the 
book, and also declares that the book contains a mass of informa- 
tion never before brought together in a single book, and the 
reader will heartily coincide with him after reading it. 

Chapter I truthfully states the importance of paper as a world 
product; its usefulness is plainly set forth, and what would happen 
without it can readily be imagined. The comparison drawn be- 
tween methods of a century ago and the present day is well and 
interestingly made, and by this comparison many things that seem 
simple to the paper maker of today would, no doubt, have been 
an everlasting puzzle to the paper maker in the old days. The 
chapter closes with a drawing of a plan of a 1905 mill, which gives 
a good idea as to how the modern English mills are constructed. 


Chapter II deals with the raw materials, mainly rags; their 
grades, assortment and treatment. These different processes are 
similar to what is employed in this country. The author then 
describes the scarcity in 1860 and the necessity of introducing 
some new fibre to supplement rags, etc. After experimenting along 
various lines esparto grass was finally accepted as the long sought 
fibre, and jt was found to be of great advantage, and is used 
extensively in England at the present day. It is here where a 
comparison between England and the United States can be drawn 
in regard to the manufacture of paper. English made paper and 
the paper made in this country differ very much, especially in 
their “feel.” The English papers present a softer and bulkier 
“feel” than do ours, and this is due mostly to the use of esparto 
grass as a fibre, used in conjunction with rags and wodéd. Esparto 
grass has not been used to any great extent in America, on ac- 
count of the great difference in price when compared with wood 
pulp. However, it is capable of producing an extra good sheet 
of paper, and no fibre will produce a better featherweight paper. 

The paper makers of America who desire a new grade of paper 
would do well to investigate the possibilities of this fibre. After 
describing the introduction of esparto grass into England, the 
author gives a very interesting description of its growth and treat- 
ment in reducing it to a fibre. The introduction of wood fibre 
comes next, with a history of its discovery as a paper making 
material and the treatment given in reducing it to a fibre. 

Chapter III deals with the Sources of Supply, and will interest 
the paper statistician of today. The scarcity of rags at one period 
was so great that appeals to the people to collect and hold for 
the paper maker rags of every description were made by the clergy 
and legislatures. Rags from all countries are described, their 
quantity and quality; the charts describing imports of rags will 


prove interesting to the student of the paper markets. A very in- 
teresting statement appears at the end of this chapter, and is in a 
sense that the wood pulp manufacturers of Canada are discour- 
aged in their attempts to do business with British paper makers. 
The excess moisture in the pulp has become a vexed question, 
which does not seem to appear between the American paper maker 
and the Canadian pulp maker. The author then predicts that, 
unless the questions are speedily settled between England and 
Canada, the United States stands a great chance of becoming the 
greatest market for Canadian wood pulp as well as for cheap 
classes of Canadian paper. The above statements are reassuring 
to the paper trade of the United States, in view of the recent 
statements concerning the future scarcity of American pulp wood. 

From Pulp to Paper is the title of Chapter IV, and it contains 
information valuable to the practical paper maker, as well as de- 
scribing and contrasting an 1805 machine with a 1905. A _ thor- 
ough and interesting description of paper making by hand fol- 
lows, and will be read by the modern paper maker who has never 
read of this method with much interest. The end of the chapter 
deals with the various grades of paper made and the fibres which 
produce them, and it is here noticed by the reader what an im- 
portant place among the fibres esparto occupies in England. The 
author also makes the statement that British papers, outside of the 
cheap prints, are of a better quality than those of other countries. 
He also adds*that the general use of esparto in British made 
papers gives to them a distinct character. 

Chapter V tells of the gradual improvements in paper making 
machines, and also their effect upon the trade. An interesting 
statement in this chapter is that for a good ledger paper nothing 
can equal the hand made article, and for this reason alone, he 
says, paper making by hand will never become extinct. The origin 
and use of chemicals in the art of paper making is ably told, and 
will be of much interest to anyone interes‘ed in the chemical 
part of the business. 

Chapter IX is of special interest, for it discuss.> the Use and 
Distribution of Paper. The author seems to think the “middle” 
man or salesman will ever be a fixture in the trade. The whole- 
sale paper buyer of today must have a thoroughly organized force 
and expert information of the products of mills in order that he 
may supply the wants of the consumer. 

Chapter X deals with the social conditions of the trade, and 
tells of the labor troubles that existed in the days of progress 
from hand made to machine made paper. Labor unions in those 
days were similar to those of today in many respects. But their 
aim was not toward shorter hours, but a safeguard to their trade. 
A system of apprenticeship was in vogue that was bound to keep 
the trade among the paper makers of that time; the son always 
took the father’s place, and generation after generation of paper 
makers followed one another. The efforts of the hand made 
paper makers to prevent the introduction’ of the paper making 
machines make very entertaining reading in this chapter. 

Appendix A is a geography of the British paper trade, and 

tells of the progress and changes which have taken place in Brit- 
ish paper mills. 
’ Appendix B deals with paper making in other countries, and 
tables are given showing the product of these countries. Tables 
showing the products of hand made and machine made paper in 
England, from 1800 to 1904, are of much interest, as they truthfully 
tell of a wonderful progress. Appendix B is the last chapter of 
a book that will be read with pleasure by paper makers the world 
over. 

There is not much difference between the British and American 
trade, and customs in the trade, according to the book, differ but 
little. Mr. Spicer has produced a valuable addition to paper 
making literature, and, unlike some books, its contents are truth- 
ful and of practical value. A similar book on the trade in this 
country would be of much value.

PAPER.—Reports regarding business from all the principal dis- 
tributing points for the first few days of October are very encour- 
aging, and it looks as if the previous predictions of a good demand 
this month will be fully realized. Even with unsettled conditions 
prevailing in the paper business generally owing to changes in 
prices, tightness of the money market and slow collections, the 
figures for September show that business improved considerably 
notwithstanding the adverse features. The paper dealers take a 
hopeful view of the situation, and most of them believe that this 
month will in the end prove to be a good one in the distributing 
branch of the industry. Consumers, it is admitted, are rather con- 
servative in their purchases because of the present condition of the 
money market, but this feeling of uncertainty is not expected to 
be of long duration, The manufacturers of Book and Writing 
papers seem to be the only ones complaining about business at 
present. That is the principal reason given for the delay in ad- 
Book paper may be advanced this week and Writ- 
ing paper later in the month. Tissue paper—the cheaper grades— 
is still reported as weak in price owing to the forcing of busi- 
ness by some of the mills. As regards the volume of orders on 
hand the News, Wrapping and Box Board mills still hold the most 
favorable position. News paper is not very plentiful, and it looks 
as if there might be a scarcity this winter. Deliveries from the 
Wrapping and Board mills are still considerably behind the regu- 
lar time for shipment. With more settled conditions expected 
shortly the demand for all grades of paper should receive an im- 
petus as the month advances. We quote:

Mill Improvements in Black River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Watertown, N. Y., September 30, 1007.—Paper manufacturers 
in the Black River valley have taken advantage of the low water 
to make needed improvements. The Brownville Board Company 
has had a force of men at work for three months cutting a tail race 
several hundred feet in length through solid rock. The work, which 
is nearing completion, will greatly increase the power at the com- 
pany’s’ mill. 

The Island Paper Company, of Carthage, N. Y., has been im- 
proving its plant by deepening the channel of the river so that a 
volume of water nearly double what was formerly available may 
pass through to its pond. Other improvements are a new flume 
which will be made of steel and concrete. New steel gates will be 
put in and a new steel rack is being built. Inside the mill three 
new pulp grinders will be put in to replace the old ones, which are 
somewhat out of date. A new slush tank occupying the basement 
of the pulp mill will also be built. The mill is shut down. during 
the making of these improvements; a part of them will be finished 
after starting again. B
